After Wving 
ln Venezuela and Argentina, he 
feted tothe United States at age 
twelve. He studied painting and 
sculpture at America’s oldest at 
schaol-The Pennsyivania. Academy 
ol tho Fine Arts 


He produced his fist digtal image in 
‘January, 1975 at the Xerox Research 
Park in Palo Ato, Calfomia. in 1876
